Confession Implicating John Brown 
and George Starkey—The Latter Ar- 
rested at St. Joseph, Mo.~—Indians Tes- 
tify in East St. Louis. 


ALTON, Ill., Feb. 11.—The murderers of 
Senator Daniel B. Gillham have been ar- 
rested and two of them are now in the 
jail at Edwardsville. On the night 
of the 19th of March, 1890, 
Senator Gillham discovered a burglarin his 
bedroom and in endeavoring to capture him 
he was shot twice, receiving wounds which 
caused his death on aAprii 6 #£follow- 
ing. The two men now in 
jail are John Brown and H. 
C. Wyatt. Wyatt was captured in Omaha 
last week and made a full confession, impli- 
cating Brown and a man named George 
Starkey, who will be arrested at St. Joseph, 
Mo., to-day. 

BROWN’S ARREST. 

Brown was arrested here 
last while at work on 
Line. According to ° the confession 
of Wyatt, Starkey entered the house 
and did the shooting while he and Brown 
stood on guard on the outside. Wyattisa 
sewing machine agent and MIived in 
Alton at the time of the mur- 
der, and Brown boarded with him. 
Starkey lived at Bethalto and has been in 
trouble before. Willard Gillham, the son of 
Senator Gillham, has devoted his entire 
time in searching out these men and was 
assisted in the work by other members 
of the family. There is general rejoicing 
over the news of the capture of these men, 
as Mr. Gillham was one of the most promi- 
nent men in Madison County and Iilinois.

It was the unusualthat transpired inthe 
East St. Louis City Courtto-day. The usual 
crowd of curious loungers were not there to 
enjoy it, however. Had they been on hand 
they might have witnessed the spectacle 
of two full-blooded Indians testifying in a 
lawsuit, but they were kept from atten- 
dance by the announcement that court would 
in all probability adjourn to-day. The case on 
trial was a replevin suit, in which the 
firm of Grayson Bros. sought to obtain pos- 
session of a herd of cattle. Action was di- 
rected against OF M. Keys & 
Co., Patterson & # Foley and the 
St. Louis National Stock Yards. The plain- 
tiffs made the allegation that they had pur- 
chased the cattle in the Indian Territory from 
Keys & Co. and had the bill of sale, 
properly signed, in their possession, but 
that the cattle were never delivered to them, 
and were shipped to East St. Louis and resold 
instead. Plaintiffs, accordingly, com- 

suit to obtain possession 
cattle while they were 
still at the National Yards. Previous litiga- 
tion inthe Indian Territory being involved 
in the case three Officials of the 
Territorial courts were summoned to 
appear as witnesses and did so. Tho 
officials put on the stand were Judge 
George W. Steadham, Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of tne Muscogee 
Nation, James Colbert, Judge of the District 
Court of the Eufaula District in the Muscogee 
Nation, and Bonnie McIntosh, Clerk 
of the court of the same _ district. 
Judge Steadham is a white man, but Judge 
Colbert and Clerk McIntosh are full-blodded 
Creek Indians. They bear, however, every 
appearance of prosperous cliviligation. Dur- 
ing the examination of Justice Steadham as 
to the workings of the judicial system in the 
Nation, this curious statement was elicited: 
Harvey Steadham, a colored man andan ex- 
slave, isone of the associate judges of the 
Supreme Court there. Before the war 
he was a slave owned by an 
aunt of Justice Steadham, which accounts for 
the fact that he bears the same name. 
A HOUSEBREAKER CAPTURED. 

The police have in custodya slick house- 
worker who goes by the name of 
Frank Moore. He was arrested on the island 
yesterday afternoon by Detectives Kinney and 
was found to have a well-assorted outfit of 
housebreakers’ tools in his possession, 
An ‘‘outsider,’’ a ‘‘joker’’ with numer- 
ous skeleton attachments and a number 
of single sKeleton keys were among 
the lot. Heis well dressed and has a fine 
gold watch which he claimsis his own, but 
is entirely without money. When arrested 
he was trying to catch a freight train to Chi- 
cago.

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| A WABASH WRECK. 


Two Men Killed and Six Injured Near 
Inglesyde. 


4 . 
TWO FREIGHT TRAINS COLLIDE TO-DAY 


WITH DISASTROUS RESULTS. 


The Dead and Injured Men Brought to 
the OCity—The Collision Attribut@d to 
the Fact That the St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northwestern Train Was Late 
—Cattle Killed. 


There was a collision on the Vine street line 
of the Wabash Railroad near Ingleside, just 
west of the city limits, this morning at 5:40 
between the regular freight of the St. Louis, 
Keokuk & Northwestern road going east and 
an e freight on the Wabash Rallroad go- 
ing west, in which two persons were killed 
and several wounded. Conductor J. D. Brod- 
erick of the Wabash extra attributes the col- 
lision to the fact that the St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northwestern train was four minutes 
ahead oftime. The following is the list of 
the killed and wounded: 

THE KILLED. 

Wm. Busch, brakeman on the Wabash, 
killed. 

John Keefe, head brakeman on &t. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern, killed. 

THE WOUNDED. 

J.D. Broderick, conductor onthe Wabash 
road, leg broken. 

John Conley, fireman onthe Wabash road, 
back injured. 

B. D. Hill, brakeman on the Wabash road, 
scratched and bruised. 

Gus Hoefie, engineer on the Wabash train, 
bruised and cut. 

Edward Foley, boy of 16 years, cut and 
bruised, but not seriously. Herman Ober- 
merk, also a boy of 16, bruised on back and 
left foot. 

The engines, No. 372, Wabash, and No. 21, 
St. L., K. &N. W., together with eight or ten 
freight cars were completely wrecked. 

BROUGHT TO THE CITY. 

Three of the injured trainmen, Conductor 
Broderick, Fireman Conley and Brakeman 
Hill, reached the city at 10:35 this morning on 
Conductor Barnum’s accommodation train 
from Ferguson, where they had been taken 
soon after the accident. They were received 
at the Union Depot by Dr. W. A. McCandless, 
Chief Surgeon of the Wabash Co., and his 
assistants, Drs. Bribach and Neuhoff, and 
Conley was also met there by his mother, 
who had heard of the accident and as he 
preferred going home with her to being 
taken to the hospital, their wishes were 
respected and the injured brakeman was 
placed in ~an ambulance and driven 
to 817 Montgomery street, the _resi- 
dence of his parents. He was 
able to walk with assistance, but his back is 
seriously injured and he will probably be laid 
up fora long time. The conductor, John 
Broderick, who was also seriously injured, 
was carried from the train to an ambulance 
on a stretcher and was suffering terribly from 
a compound fracture of the right leg. 

CONDUCTOR BRODERICK’S INJURIES. 

He was taken at once to St.Mary’s Hospital, 
on Papin, near Sixteenth street, and was ac- 
eompanied by the brakeman, Barton D. Hill, 
who was not seriously injured... 

The conductor was taken at once to the op- 
erating room,where he was put under chioro- 
form and his injured leg cut open below the 
knee. The bones were broken in several 
places and Dr. McCandless said that 
it was a very serious compound fracture and 
that there was no telling what the result 
would be. Broderick’s leg might have to be 
amputated, but he thought that he could 
save it. 

Mr. Hill, the brakeman, was considerably 
bruised in the back and legs, but he expected 
to reported for duty again to-morrow. 
BRAKEMAN HILL’S STATEMENT. 

left St. Louls or rather the 
yards, about 5:25 this morning,’’ 
said Mr. Hill, *‘‘our train consisting 
of only an engine and caboose. You 
see, we run between the Narth Market street 
yards and Ferguson and our hauling is all 
this way, that is, from Fergusonhere. We 
bring in heavy trains, but the outgoing trains 
aretaken from the yards by the through en- 
gines. There were five men on our train, as 
usual—conductor, engineer, firemen and two 
brakemen. The caboose was ahead of the 
engine and was being pushed, a8 we say, and 
Isuppose we were going about ten miles an 
hour. It was up-grade between Ingleside 
and Jennings’ Heights, and I know we 
weren’t runni very fast. The conductor, 
John Broderick, and my partner, William 
Bush, were sitting in the caboose, when I 
suddenly saw a light on the track, or rather 
the reflection of it. I jumped up and looked 
out and sawatrdain coming down on us not 
three hundred yards away. 
A JUMP FOR LIFE. 

**T yelled to my partner and the conductor 
and grabbed my lantern and signalled the 
engineer to put on brakes and then I jumped 
off. I was too late, however, to get out of the 
way and was knocked down by portions of 
the flying wreck. I thought a whole car had 
struck me. Broderick and Bush were caught 
before they could jumpand Bush was killed 
and the conductor, as you see, badly injured. 
How he escaped alive I can’t see, as the 
caboose was split right in two by the 
Keokuk engine. Both engines were completely 
demolished. Our engineer and fireman didn’t 
have time to jump, but those on the Keokuk 
train, I believe,did. Gus Hoefle,our engineer, 
had his jaw split open and one ankle badly 
sprained and the fireman, John Conley, you 
saw atthe depot. Heis seriously injured in 
the back and may not get over it. The en- 
gineer and fireman of the Keokuk engine had 
time to jump and were only slightly bruised, 
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i while their conductor and one of their brake- 


men were in their caboose at the rear end of 
the train, with fifteen or twenty cars between 
them and the engine and were not hurt at 
all. The other brakeman, however, a man 
named Keefer, had been on the engine, and 
was climbing up on to the box-cars when the 
collision occurred, and he was knocked off 
and buried inthe wreck. I don’t know how 
many freight cars were demolished, but I 
don’t think more than four or five, although 
there may have been more. The car which 
struck me was a lard car, andthe next three 
or four I believe carried cattle. 


CATTLE KILLED. 
‘*Yes, a good many of the cattle were 
killed, and those that were not did a good 
dealof bellowing. I didn’t see much of what 
occurred afterwards, as I wason the inj 
list and was taken to the caboose of the 
Keokuk train. Some one was sent to Luther, 
the nearest telegraph station, to telegraph 
the news, and others went to Jennings Sta- 
tion for assistance. A lot of people living 
there came down and helped all they could. 
After while a wrecking train came from Fer- 
guson and a passenger train also, and the 
injured were taken to Ferguson.The bodies of 
the dead were taken I don’t know where, but 
I believe they were brought tothe city by 
another train. The Keokuk train must have 
been running about twenty-five miles an 
hour. They were going down hill, and as it 
was a heavy train it couldn’t have been 
stopped after coming around the curve in 
sight of us. Idon’t know what instructions 
my conductor had, but I heard that the Keo- 
kuk train was ahead of time. We don’t have 
any regular time, butrun all the time as an 
extra.’”’ :

THE DEAD BRAKEMEN. 

William Brush, the Wabash brakeman, who 
lost his life this morning, was a single man 
and lived at Moberly, Mo. He had been with 
the company several years, butonly a short 
time on the Ferguson and St. Louis run. He 
was 26 years old and a No. 1 brakeman. 

Mr. Keefer, the Keokuk brakeman, !s also 
said tohave been a single manandan old 
employe. The bodies of both Brush and 
Keefer were first taken to Luther and were 
there taken charge Of by Eberle & Keys, the 
undertakers. 

CONDUCTOR BRODERICK. 

Conductor John Broderick isa single man, 
about 30 years old,and his home is in Moberly, 
although he has been stopping for several 
months at Ferguson. He was formerly a 
brakeman and has been with the Wabash 
Co. about ten years. - 

INJURED ENGINEER AND FIREMAN. 

Gus Hoefie, the Wabash engineer, is a mar- 
ried man and lives at Ferguson. He was 
formerly a switch engineer in the Wabash 
yards here, and John Conley,’ the 
injured fireman, is a single man, 
about 24 years old, and as before stated 
lives with his parents at 817 Montgomery 
street. He has been withthe company four 
years and was first a wiper andthen fireman 
ofa switch engine. He hasa married sister 
and a brother in the Police Department. 

THE INJURED BOYS. 

Herman Obermark and Ed Foley, the two 
16-year-old boys who were stealing a ride on 
one of the Wabash train cars, were brought 
intothecity with the others as faras St. 
Louis avenue, where the physician of the 
road examined all the injured. He ordered 
the railroad men taken to the Dnion Depot 
to be transferred from there to St. 
Mary’s Infirmary on Papin street, which 
eospital is used by the Wabash for their sick 
and injured employes at the St. Louls end of 
the line. The boys the physicians had placed 
in ambulances, which weré in waiting at the 
railroad crossing at Second street and St. 
Louls avenue, and had them seat tothe City 
Dispensary. At the latter placeit was found 
that they were merely bruised, and 
that neither was badly injured. Foley 
was in far the worse conditiou, - his 
entire body being covered with bruises, while 
Obermark had merely a bruised foot—the 
left—and back. Foley, who lives at Easton 
and Leonard avenues, was sent to the City 
Hospital, while Obermark was removed to 
his home, No. 1007 Howard street. 

A reporter called upon him there this 
morning. ‘‘lam not much hiirt,’’ the boy 
remarked. ‘‘My left foot is bruised about 
the. heel, where the car door fell 
on it, and I have a sore 
spot on my back where I was 
bruised by a board striking me. When the 
accident occurred I was asleep. Foley andI 
were stealing a ride in the car just next to 
the engine on the Wabash train. We got a 
crazy notion about three weeks ago that we 
wanted to see the country @nd we ran away 
from home. At first we decided to go South 
and we stole a ride ove the Iron 
Mountain as far as Hoxie, and there I 
took the Gulf Road and went to Kansas 
City. Foley got separated from me at Hoxie 
and went further South. Whenhe learned I 
had left the train, he got @ff too and worked 
his way back to Hoxie because we had spoken 
on the way down of oma Mamsas City. At, 
"Hoxte He got on a Gulf traim and rode to 
Kansas City. Hefound me at Kansas City, 
and as we had been having a pretty hard 
time of it, we thought we had seen about 
enough of the country and had bet- 
ter come home. We _ stole our 
way on Wabash freight trains. 
We had only ridden from Ferguson on the 
train on which we were stealing a ride. 

SHOT AT THEM. 

**At Ferguson a brakeman on the other 
train on which we were stealing our way dis- 
covered us and shot at us. I guess he shot 
up in the airand only fired to scare us, and 
you bet he did scare us, too. After being 
chased from that train, we waited forthe 
next freight and caught it. That was the 
train which met with the accident. The 
first few cars back of the engine were 
empty and the rest of the = train 
was made up of stock cars. We got in the 
first car from the engine and I was asleep 
when the accident occurred. The first I 
knew was when I heard the locomotive 
whistle and then camethecrash. I saw the 
boards of the car we were in come tumbling 
toward me and I thought that I would be 
killed sure. Ourcar was broken up into a 
thousand pieces. I donot think there was a 
whole board left in it. The car back of us 
had one end of it thrown on top of the 
tender of the engine and we were on the 
ground below it. The car was not resting on 
us, as it formed a ‘sort of bridge, but wé 
were covered by the pieces of ourowncar. I 
guess I was buried under there for an hour 
andahalf. Thecar door was on my foot 
and I was all covered with pierces of the car 
except my head. That was out and 
I kept crying for help. In about a half hour 
a brakeman came along and I attracted 
his attention. He said he would do the best 
he could for me, but would have to look after 
the trainmen first. They got Foley out before 
they did me. Iwas covered by more of the 
car than he was und they could not get it off 
me until help arrived. Then we were all 
taken to Second and St. Louls avenue, and 
there us two boys were placed in ambulances 
and sent tothe City Dispensary. The rail- 
road men were taken to the Union 
Depot. The doctor who called to see us at 
St. Louls avenue asked whether the place 
where the accident occurred was inside the 
city limits and was told that it was. He said 
in that case we would haveto goto the City 
Dispensary. If we had been hurt outside the 
city limits I guess they would have taken care 
ofus. The other boy is covered with bruises 
and I guess he will be laid up at the hospital 
for more than a month. He says he 
was awake when the accident occurred and 
that he thinks one of the men who was kiiled 
was the head brakeman of our train, as he 
says he heard him walking on to our car 
when the engine blew its whistle just before 
the trains came together. Our engine ran 
into the ca2doose of the ‘K’ train as they 
call it. One’ of the two men who 
were killed was badly burned and they 
kept his cap over bis face. Then there 
was another man so badly that I 
don’t think he can live. Before jumping, the 
engineer of ourtrain letthe steam escape, 
otherwise I guess the locomotive would have 
exploded.’’ cha

ANOTHER CHANGE. 


The Republicans Drop Oglesby and Vote 
for Judge Lindley. 


A DESPERATE EFFORT TO CAPTURE THE 
THREE F. M. B. A. MEMBERS, 


The “Big Three’’ Refuse to Vote for Their 
Chief and Stick to Stelle—Democrats 
Confident That Gen. Palmer Will Be 
Elected—The Legislatures of Other 
States. | 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., Feb. 11.—Aftera confer- 
ence between Gen. Palmer, Speaker Crafts 
andthe Democratic Steering Committee, it 
has been decided to answer the letter of Mr. 
Heise of South Dakota, which will say that 
the Democrats of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly are favorable to his proposition and that 
the leter is receiving full attention with pros- 
pects of a satisfactory answer in the fu- 
ture. Should Messrs. Cockrell and Moore 
agree to the proposition, a joint senatorial 
caucus of the Democrats will be called and 
resolutions urging such a combination 
promptly passed. The resolutions will then 
either be conveyed to the South Dakota 
Democrats and Farmers’ Alliance by a com- 
mittee of Democratic legislators or some 
Democratic leader authorized to speak for 
his party. Mr. Simpson, while declaring that 
he had no authority to speak, said that such 
an arrangement would be satisfactory to the 
South Dakota Alliance.? 

Yesterday’s conference between the Repub- 
licans and the F. M. B. A. men was fruitless. 
The ‘‘Big Three’’ had already concluded to 
throw over Streeter, as he had gone too far in 
the Republican direction tosuitthem.

THE REPUBLICANS OHANGE, 

The Republicans are ina sad state of con- 
fusion this morning as a result of their caucus 
lastnight. The object of the meeting was to 
consider the release of their candidate, 
Oglesby, and to agree, if possible, on some 
one with whom they could catch the F. M. B. 
A. vote. They quarreled until9o’clock and 
then called the roll, allowing each gentleman 
two minutes to express his opinion on the 
situation. This occupied the time until al- 
most midnight and it was finally agreed to 
refer the matter to the Joint Steering 
Committee with instructions to keep the 
scheme open, delay business and entail still 
further expense on taxpayers by submitting 
a counter proposition tothe F. M. B. A. mem- 
bers. They will probably name Judge Lind- 
ley, Hon. Lafayette Funk, Judge Gresham 
and Hon, David Hunter of Winnebago. It is 
doubtful ifany of these will be acceptable to 
the trio, who are getting very tired ofthe 
protracted silliness, and it is believed they 
will soon go over to Palmer or vote 6n some 
other man to make a quorum and settle 
the matter in Gen. Palmer’s favor. 
Friends of the latter candidate are 
very quiet and confident. Arrangements are 
being made for a grand jibilee meeting here 
after the General’s election, Prominent gen- 
tlemen from different parts of the country 
will be invited to be present and marching 
clubs and other organizations from all over 
this State will Join in celebrating the great 
victory. 

When the House met this morning Mr. 
Ramsay of Clinton made a report from the 
committee that investigated the charges 
against Mr. Taubeneck which showed that 
the rumors had all originated in 
the Representative’s own family and 
that there was nothing in the evt- 
dence in any way reflecting on his 
good character. Ati12, noon, the joint as- 
sembly took the first vote of the day on Sena- 
tor, and the result wasthe same as yester- 
day, the big three ‘sticking to Mr. Stelle, who 
put in appearance onthe floor this morning. 
Judge Lindley and Gen. James 8. Martin also 
arrived this morning with their lightning 
rods. 

On the fourth vote of the day, the seventy- 
seventh since the first day of the voting, 
there was intense excitement in the General 
Assembly. The Republicans dropped Oglesby 
and took up Judge Cicero J, Lindley, Presi- 
dent of the Illinois Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, The Democrats were serious, 
but when the F. M. B. A. members an- 
nounced their preference for John 
P. Stelle there were deafening 
cheers from the Democratic side of the 
House. Itis generally conceded by Repub- 
licans as wellas Democrats that this means 
the election of Gen. Palmer. The Repulicans 
say, ‘‘Let them have Palmer. We have of- 
fered them theirown chiefand they repudi- 
ate evenhim, We will offer them nothing 
more.’’ The joint session adjourned until 
8p. m. 


The Legislatures, 


LittLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 11.—Maj. Wood- 
ruff, ex-Treasurer of the State, who has been 
discovered tobe short in big accounts, will 
undoubtedly be placed under arrest before 
Saturday night, under instructions from the 
General Assembly. President Ciark of the 
Senate yesterday announced from the chair 
thatthe Legislature could instruct the Gov- 
ernor to see that the Attorney-Goneral 
promptly began proceedings against the de- 
faulter. 

The Senate yesterday passed a bill to 
amend the act prohibiting the sale of tobacco 
to minors so that it should include only cig- 
arettes and cigarette papers. The House bill 
to make it a misdemeanor to sell or remove 
mortgaged property was sent to the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture. Senator Olark moved to 
postpone consideration of all resolutions on 
the Treasury matter until the Senate Com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose reports 
the result of its examination of the Auditor’s 
books. 

The House is considering the practicability 
of dismissing all committee clerks owing to 
an impoverished State Treasury. Other yn- 
important measures were considered, and at 
the close Mr. Henley of Sea County, the 
only white Republican in the ,» and the 
youngest member of that body, had the fol- 
lowing communication read:

Itisa measure that provides the way for a 
speedy settlement between the late State 
Treasurer and the Treasurer-elect. In the 
Treasury vaults are several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in -bonds, scrip and securities, 
much of which is canceled and valueless. On 
account of this condition of the securities 
Treasurer Morrow refuses to give ex-Treas- 
urer Woodruff a receipt in fullfor the assets 
of the office. Mr. Sevier’s bill authorizes Mr. 
Woodruff to certify to the Governor all the 
bonds, scrip, etc., he left in the Treas- 
ury, after which the Governor is to 
call together the State Board, who will exam- 
ine the securities, separate the good from the 
worthless and burn the latter. Before this is 
done neither the Investigating Committee, 
the Treasurer-elect nor any one else can ap- 
proximate even the shortage in Woodruff’s 


accounts. 
THE MINNESOTA ASSEMBLY. 


St. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 11.—Another resolu- 
tion in favor of the interstate conference on 
the rate of interest was defeated in the Sen- 
ate yesterday. Mr. Homp introduced a bill 
to license railroad passenger agents, making 
it a misdemeanor for persons not licensed to 
sell railroad tickets and requiring railroads 
to redeem unused portions of tickets. The 
bill, if it becomes a law, would knock scalp- 
ers out of existence. Representative Ong- 
stad introduceda bill providing for a new 
method of charging for sleeping and palace 
cars by fixing the maximum rate of 24% cents 
per mile on first-class coaches and 3 cents per 
mile on sleeping and palace cars. 

THE NEBRASKA ASSEMBLY. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 11.—Porter’s Austra- 
lian ballot bill was passed inthe House yes- 
terday. A substitute usury bill, making it a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of from 
$100 to $1,000 to charge a higher interest than 
10 per cent perannum, and giving the bor- 
rower the right to sue the lender for five 
times the amount of the interest, was intro- 
duced. Mr. Herman introduced a bill to 
forfeit Mosher’s lease of convict labor and 
Mr. Shrader one for the employment of police 
matrons in all cities of 8,000 and over. But 
little business was transacted in the Senate 
yesterday. 

THE KANSAS ASSEMBLY. 

ToreKA, Kan. Feb. 11.—The House session 
was devoted to the discussion of the Coffey- 
ville dynamite plot and Speaker Elder moved 
that the Senate amendment to the investi- 
gation resolutions, providing for equal repre- 
sentation on the committee of Senate and 
House, be not accepted, byt that the investi- 
gation be pushed as a House measure. The 
motion carried by the votes of Alliance and 
Democratic members. Brownof Harney in- 
troduced a bill for the appointment of a State 
Pension Agent to look after the claims of Kan- 
sas soldiers in Washington. A resolution was 
inadopted quiring into the possible collection 
of some $15,000 of school district bonds fraud- 
tlently issued to parties in some of the west- 
ern counties. The Kansas delegation in Con- 
gress was instructed to introduce and urge 
the passage of a Dbillto repeal the national 
banking act, or that part of it requiring 
banks to purchase United States bonds. Mr. 
Ruble’s resolution asking Congress to pay 
soldiers of the late war the difference be- 
tween gold and the depreciated currency 
which they received was adopted. The Sen- 
ate Eiections Committee was instructed to 
prepare a bill giving the right of franchise 
to the old soldiers in the Leavenworth 
Soldiers’ Home. A bill was _ introduced 
authorizing the building of a bridge across 
the Kansas River at Kansas City, Kan., by 
citizens of that place. The Senate refused to 
pass Senator Carroll’s bill repealing the 
metropolitan police commissioners’ bill by a 
vote of 23 to 15. The nomination of W. H. 
McBride of Osborne as. Insurance Commis- 
sioner, vice D. W. Wilder, whose term ex- 
pires in March, was confirmed in Senate 
executive session. 

NORTH DAKOTA ASSEMBLY. 

BISMARCK, N. D., Feb. 11.—There was a 
scene in the Legislature yesterday. Rev. Mr. 
Kline opened the body with prayer in which 
he censured in unmeasured terms the anti- 
Prohibitionists. Mr. Lutz, rising to a ques- 

tion of privilege, said that the duties of the 
Chaplain were to pray for the members and 
not to deliver political harangues. Rev. Mr. 
Kline begged the gentleman’s pardon, saying 
that his feelings on the subject were very 
strong. The test vote yesterday afternoon 
gave the Resubmissionists 81 votes to the 
Prohibitionists 30, with one of the latter ab- 
sent, On Mr. Lutz’ motion the bill was made 
a special order for to-morrow at 8 o’clock.

SLOWLY ‘SINKING.. 


Gen. Wm. T. Sherman’s Condition To- 
Day Reported Very Low. ' 


DR. ALEXANDER ENTERTAINS NO HOPE 
OF THE VETERAN’S RECOVERY. 
‘ 


The Members of the Family at the Bedside 
All Night—A Consultation of Doctors 
Held This Morning—At 2 P. M. the Gen- 
eral Was Believed to Be Slowly 
Dying. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 11.—Gen. Sherman was 
very low this morning. His condition had 
not changed for the better since last night. . 
At 9:30 a. m, Dr. Alexander was waiting 
for the arrival of Dr. Edward G. 
Janeway, with whom he was to hold 
another consultation. Last night the General 
only spoke when addressed and asked to take 
medicine. The members of the family were 
about the bedside all night. If he lives 
through the day the crisis will have been 
passed. The doctors announced after thelr 
consultation this morning that the con. 
dition of Gen. Sherman is less 
favorable than yesterday. The General 
suffered considerable pain last night, and is 
constantly growing weaker. Shortly before 
noon Dr. Alexander looked very gloomy when 
he was asked for the latest news of the sick 
General. 

**Gen. Sherman passed the worst night he 
has had since he was taken ill,’’ said the 
doctor, ‘‘and itis not too much to say that 
his condition this morning is extremely crit- 
ical. He is very much worse than he . 
was yesterday morning and the slight 
improvement which was observed during 
the day has been entirely lost. The change 
came after midnight, and since that time he 
seems to have been gradually sinking. The 
worst feature of the case is that he seems to 
lie most of the time ina stateof coma, and 
can only be roused when food is administered, 
The only nourishment he has taken for several 
days has been whisky and milk and at times 
he has been delirious, especially during the 
last twenty-four hours. He does not seem to 
suffer much pain andit is this weakness and 
gradual sinking that we are afraid of.’’ 

Allof Gen. Sherman's immediate family; - 
with the exception of one son, the Rev. T. E. 
Sherman, whois a student in the Jesuit Theo- 
logical Seminary in the Isle of Jersey, were 
with him last night. Senator Sherman, hig 
brother, who came on from Wash- 
ington yesterday, remained in the 
house until ll o’clock and then 
went to Colgate Hoyt’s for the night. He 
had intended returning to Washington to-day 
but has decided not todoso. On W 
night Gen, Sherman went to the Casinoin 
company with many army and navy 
officers, and as stated already, caught a 
bad cold. Sunday was his birthday, and 
during the day erysipelas developed, attend- 
ed by a high fever. The disease spread rap- 
idly and yesterday his face was badly swollen 
and painful. Dr. Janeway states that the 
General is slowly sinking. 

Atl o’clock the General’s son announced 
that his father seemed to be slightly better, 
but not enough to give much encouragement, 

It is stated that Dr. Alexander entertaing 
no hope of his recovery. He thinks it will be 
impossible for the patient torally at his ad- 
vanced age. 

At 2:30 it was stated that there was no 
change in the General’s condition, which is 
extremely critical. He is evidently slowly 
dying, and only arouses when spoken to. 
Bishop Potter called at the General’s house 
this afternoon.

UP A NUMBER OF DISTILLERIES.

A-Bruteal Murder— Murderer Daugherty 
Adjudged Insane—Killed by a Police- 
man—He Was a Jail-Bird — Michael 
Bion’s Peculiar Offense—The Criminal 
Oalendar. 


Ounrcaco, Ill., Feb. 11.—Geo. J. Gibson, 


@ecretary of the great Whisky Trust, was ar- 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel at 6:30 
o’clock this morning on acharge of conspir- 
‘ng to blow up all the distilleries im the coun- 
‘try not belonging tothe trust. Mr. Gibson 
lives at Peoria, andit is said that he came 
here for the express purpose of wrecking 
the Sshufeldt distillery in this city. 
‘Several attempts have been made to blow up 
the Shufeldt plant, in one of which young 
‘Kunze of Cronin murder fame was involved. 
It is said that Mr. Gibson tried to bribe a 
Government Inspeetorto blow up the Shu- 
feldt distillery and this led to his arrest as he 
lighted from a carriage in front of the 
Grand Pacific Hotel this morning. Ina small 
gatchel carried by Mr. Gibson was found a 
mumber of articles which are said to 
be positive evidence of his connection 
‘with the conspiracy. Mr. Gibson was taken 
tothe United States Marshal’s office in the 
‘Government building. He will be given a 
shearing before United States Commissioner 
Hoyne this afternoon, Mr. Gibson’s wife and 
‘daughter were with him when he was ar- 
rested. Gibson was taken before United 
States Commissioner Hoyne, and waiving ex- 
amination was held in $20,000 bail. 
‘ The conspiracy was worked up through 
‘Revenue Inspector T 8. Dewar, who was 
told guardedly some months ago that such a 
‘distillery was in the way of the trust and 
‘that there was big ntoney for the man who 
succeeded in blowing it up. 

Gibson, by degrees led Dewar up tothe pro- 
‘position to destroy the place. He told Dewar 
that as he had access to the establishment 
he could easily place a dynamite 
under the big tank’s fire 
He was told that he 
would be given $10,000 and could make $25,000 
by doing the job. Asa matter of fact the na- 
ture of the machine is such that had Dewar 
fell in with the plot not only his own 
life, but the lives of every one employed in 
the building would have been sacrificed. 
Gibson has paid many visits to Chicago, and 
at last the details of the plot were per- 
fected. The machine was predared and 
secreted in the city, and Gibson had evident- 
ly come here to-day to arrange the final de- 
tails. Dewar, it seems, had carried out his 
part so nicely that Gibson had not the slight- 
est suspicion that Dewar was anything but 
an accomplice. 

STRONG PROOF. 

Solicitor Hart of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment, who arrived in the city from 
Washington yesterday to take charge of the 
case, has in possession the dynamite machine 
with which the destruction of the Schufeldt 
distillery was to be effected, and papers 
closing the contract for the diabolical busi- 
ness. The specific charge against Gib- 
son is. that he tried to bribe 
Devarto blow up the Schufedit distillery. 
Inspector Stuart of the Post-office Depart- 
ment, one of the~ officers who made the ar- 
rest, said this afternoon: ‘‘T am 
not at liberty to give the facts 
in the case, but there is nothing 
that human mind can conceive more diaboli- 
caland horrible than the intentions of: the 
conspirators. It was nipped just in time,too, 
for the first blow was to have been struck 
here in Chicago. Then it would have been 
repeated at other points.

Michael Bion’s Peculiar Offense. 


WINSTED, Conn., Feb. 11.—Micfael Bion ts 
no longer an inmate of the Litchfield County 
Jail. He has passed the greater part of the 
last fifteen years in prison, butitis not set- 
tled that he ever committed a crime. Judge 
Fenn, in the Superior Court yesterday after- 
noon, ordered that Bion be released and 
given over tothe care ofthe French Consul, 
who had come here from New York to look 
after Bion’s interests. Bion will start for 
France on Feb. 15and will be under police 
surveillance all the time he is there. Each 
day he will have to report to the police, and 
shouldihe disregard this order he will be locked 
up. Fifteen years ago Bion was arrested 
for some petty offense in New Canaan. He 
was tried and sentenced to jail by Lyman 
Dunning, @ justice of the peace. Bion served 
his term and, it is alleged, as soon as he was 
liberated made threats against Dunning for 
sending him to jail. A few months later an 
attempt was made to blow Dunning’s house 
up in the night. By some mistake the ex- 
plosion badly damaged the Congregational 
Ohurch adjoining Dunning’s house. Bion 
was suspected of the crime and on his trial 
the fact that he had a quantity 
powder the day of the 
heavily against him.

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ning’s son recognized Bion, who was greatly 
changed ‘in appea s working just over 
the New York State line.“ On inquiry Justice 
Dunning learned that Bion had been em- 
ployed ina lumbercamp for nearlya year. 
He had not crossed the State line all the time 
he had been working in New York, but still 
Dunning feared the vengeance of the French- 
man and resolved to shut him upin jail. By 
a trick Bion was brought over into Connecti- 
cut to get his pay. He was immediately § ar- 
rested and taken before a Justice. Bion was 
charged with having threatened the life of 
Dunning and was held in bonds of $5,000 to 
keep the peace. This practically meant that 
he must pass his life in prisonasthere was 
not the slightest hope of his being able to get 
the bonds. 


Seattle’s Brutal Police. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 11.—Ever since the 
killing of prize-fighter Schaeffer, the news- 
papers have been roasting the police force 
unmercifully. The latter retaliate by running 
in everyone who dares to criticise their ac- 
tions, the most notable case being the arrest 
yesterday of Phillip Hay, a prominent capt- 
talist of Boston, whocame here with $40;000 
in letters of credit from Boston and New 
York, and credentials from the officials of the 
Y.M.C.A. Hay happened to witness the 
pounding of a drunken man by an infuriated 
policeman, and remarked that it was shame- 
ful. He was at once grabbediand thrown into 
a vermin-ridden cell, where he remained un- 
til his friends discovered his whereabouts. 


Killed by a Policeman. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 11.—Police Officer 
James B, Cavanaugh shot and killed James 
May about 12:30 o’clock this morning.. He 
and two other men came from a doorway ina 
suspicious manner and on seeing the officer 
separated. He refused when called upon to 
stop andthe officer fired. Two of the men 
escaped, but May felldead. The deceased, 
up to a week ago, was employed at the 
National Brewery. He leaves a wife and two 
children. The officer has been arrested pend- 
ing an investigation, 


A Brutal Murder. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., Feb. 11.—A row 
in a boarding-house in this eity last night re- 
sulted in the brutal murder of Michael Smith 
and the fatal injury of Michael Selka by Wal- 
enty Howak and son. The Howaks and sev- 
eral other Poles were carousing on the second 
floor of the building. Smith and Selka went 
upto stopthe fracas when the Howaks set 
upon them with pick handles, pounding 
Smith’s body into an unrecognizable mass of 
fiesh, andinjuring Selka so that he will die, 
Both the Howaks have been arrested. 


A German Editor’s Fight. 

KANSAS CrTy, Mo., Feb. 11.—Editor Joseph 
Speyer of the Kansas City Post,a German daily 
paper, while ina saloon on Main street, Mon- 
day night, discussing the attack made on the 
Turner Society manager by the Post, was ac- 
costed by a stranger who cursed Speyer, and 
then opened fire on him with a revolver, but 
Mr. Knauer, the proprietor of the saloon, 
pushed the weapon aside and the ball struck 
a glass mirror. A general fusilade by Speyer, 
the stranger and Knauer followed, but the 
stranger made his escape.

The Story of the Lady Cashier Where 
Dashman Was Employed. 


IT CONTAINS THE STRONGEST EVIDENCE 
YET MADE PUBLIC. 


Dashman Acknowledged Having Lied to 
Mr. Fitts as to Laura’s Whereabouts on 
Jan. 28-His Acquaintance With Mid- 
wife Hotson—Strange Conferences Pre- 
ceding Laura Fitts’ Disappearance. 


The mogt important evidence yet obtained 
in the effort toclearaway the mystery sur- 
rounding the death of poor Laura Fitts from 
criminal malpractice was gained this morn- 
ing by the police in following up 
the evidence secured and -published 
exclusively by the PosT-DISPATCH yesterday. 
At 10 0’clock this morning a detective was 
dispatched by Chief of Detectives Desmond 
to the store, 217 North Broadway, now occu- 
pied by W. B, Schneider’s boot and shoe es- 
tablishment, for the young girl cashier, whose 
story was given in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH, and from 10:30 till after 1 o’clock this 
afternoon that important witness was clos- 
eted with Chief Desmond in his private office, 
giving a statement which is pronounced 
the most significant and damaging to Dash- 
man yet brought to light, and which will 
have a marked effect on the results of the 
preliminary hearing set for Friday next. 
The young lady’s testimony was given with 
great reluctance, but also with exceeding 
clearness. It tallied inevery point with her 
story giventothe Post-DISPATCH, and many 
other details were also brought out by the 
keen questioning of Chief Desmond. The 
witness at its close was again solicitous that 
her name should not be made public, but the 
vell of secrecy thrown around her identy by the 
POST-DISPATCH yesterday at her request was 
necessarily torn away by the police investi- 
gation, and the young lady will be the leading 
witness atthe preliminary hearing, so that 
further concealment of her name is impossi- 
bie. 

MISS HINMAN’S TESTIMONY.

DASHMAN’S DEALINGS WITH MRS. HOTSON. 

Miss Hinman testified that she had been 
employed as stated by Macdonald Bros., 
and that she knew George W. Dashman from 
his being employed in the same 
store. She said that Mrs. Hotson, 
the midwife, implicated in the 
Laura Fitts mystery, had been 
inthe habit of calling on Dashman at the 
store, and had paid him several visits in the 
week or ten days preceding the death of 
Laura Fitts, and that she, the wit- 
ness, knew who Mrs. Hotson was from a 
statement made by Dashman in reply to 
an inquiry from herself. Dashman told her 
that the lady in question was Mrs. Louise 
Hotson, a midwife; that he had known her 
for a long time, having even known her be- 
fore she married and became Mrs. Hotson. 
In evidence that both parties were well- 
known to each other and had private business 
together, Miss Hinman stated that when 
Midwife Hotson came to the store of Mac- 
donald Bros. she invariably asked for Mr. 
Dashman, and if Dashman happened to 
be out she would always wait for 
him. Thetwo, Dashman and Mrs. Hotson, 
would always converse together in low tones 
so that no one could hear what they were 
talking about, and on the last day when Mrs, 
Hotson called at the*store, viz.: Tuesday, 
Jan. 27, the day py 7 Laura Fitts’ disap- 
pearance, they held a long and whispered 
conversation together. 

Regarding the purchase of the fur lap robe 
by Mrs. Hotson and payment for same by 
Dashman, Miss Hinman stated that the price 
of the robe in question had been $7; that 
on the date of its purchase, Jan. 27, it had 
been wrapped up and sent to Mrs, Hotson’s 
establishment, 2315 Market street, by Wal- 
ton’s Express; that Dashman had paid $3.50 
on account for the robe and that subse- 
quently he had paid the remainder due of $3.50 
and requested that the receipted bill be given 
tohim. Miss Hinman had no reason to sup- 
pose otherwise than that the robe had been 
given to Mrs. Hotson by Dashman, and that 
he had paid for it out of his own pocket. 

DASHMAN MISLED MR. FITTS. 

Miss Hinman alsotold Chief of Detectives 
Desmond of the visits of Miss Laura Fitts to 
the store of Macdonald Bros. to see 
Dashmaan “of her frequent telephone commu- 
nications with himand of the fact, already 
stated in the Post-DISPATCH, that Miss Fitts’ 
frequent visits to Dashman had been com: 
mented on by the other clerks, and that there 
had been some laughing and joking re- 
marks in consequence. It is also be- 
lieved that the result of some close 
cross-examining as to the _ relations 
between Miss Fitts and Dashman, which 
were made with the doors of Chief Des- 
mond’s office hermetically sealed, was to 
establish the fact that Dashman had been 
seen to give Miss Fitts certain :bottles of 
medicine during her visits to the Macdonald 
Bros.’ establishment. Many minor details 
bearing upon this point were also obtained 
which will be made public only by the prog- 
ress of the preliminary examination on Fri- 
day next, the course of which will be mate- 
rially changed by the important bearing of 
Miss Hinman’s story. 

But by farthe most significant and dam- 
aging testimony, given by the pretty young 
lady cashier, before whose eyes the mystery 
of Laura Fitts’ sad fate seems 
to have received its most marked 
developments, was that telling of the visit 
of Mr. Fitts, the father of the dead girl, to 
Dashman onthe day after Laura’s disappear- 
ance from home. The date of the visit was 
Thursday, Jan. 29, and Miss Hinman 
states that on the forenoon of 
that. day an old gentleman called _ at 
the store of Macdonald Bros. and asked for 
Dashman, The two then had a long and agi- 
tated conversation together, and Miss Hin- 
man heard the old gentleman ask Dashman 
as to the whereabouts of his daughter on the 
preceding night and at that time. Dashman 
replied that he would telephone and find out, 
but he did not use the telephone in the store 
when the conversation took place, but went

And Iam afraid,’’ Dashman 
concluded, ‘‘that I have got myself intoa 
scrape.’’ ; 

This startling statement finished Miss Hin- 
man’s testémony as given to Chief of Detect- 
ives Desmond, the principal points of which 
have been given above. 

Its damaging effects in the story already 
told by Dashman and Mrs. Hotson can be 
seen at a glance, andas dispelling the claim 
made by Dashman that he had no 
knowledge of Laura Fitts’ whereabouts 
on the night of Wednesday, Jan, 28, 
and that he was unacquainted with Midwife 
Hotson, Miss Hinman’s testimony is the vital 
point reached so far in the Laura Fitts 
mystery. 

John I. Martin, counsel for Dashman, was 
seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
after Miss Hinman’s story had been 
told, and when asked as to how his client re- 
garded it affecting his case, said that he had 
not seen Dashman since the story was first 
published tn the Post-DIspaTcH, and that he 
was most anxious to see him in regard to it. 

‘*But that evidence doesn’t amount to 
anthing,’’ sail Mr. Martin after confessing 
his anxiety about ‘it. ‘‘It won’t have any 
bearing upon the case whatever.’’

That the State Does Not Need the Coat 
—Mr. Andrew M. Sujlivag Gives His 
View of the Law in Mr. MoDonald's 
Defense. ’ 


Another day brings another surprise in the 
Vail case. Sensation follows upon sensation 
in this remarkable case, and every move that 
is m@ie by either side has all the tone and 
color of a real sensation. 
ence that assembled in the court-room this 
morning looked for a flerce and bitter battle 
between the attorneys, but they were met by 
an unexpected maneuver. Vail was not in 
court, There wasno occasion for his pres- 
ence, for the question then to be determined 
was whether an order should be made on his 
attorney compelling him toreturn the over- 
coat which was taken by the defense from the 
possession of the prosecution. Mr. McDon- 
ald was present to answer to the notice 
to appear and show cause why the 
order should not go. Mr. Crews was 
also present and Mr. Andrew M., Sullivan was 
there to argue in behalf of Mr. McDonald the 
law points. Mr. Dryden represented the 
State. When the case was called Mr. Dryden 
rose and said: ‘‘May it please Your Honor 
the State does not desire to press its motion. 
At first the overcoat was considered indis- 
pensable evidence in the case, but after due 
reflection we.have come to the conclusion 
that the coat is not necessary to our case, and 
disappearing as it did that the State can 
afford to dispense with it.’’ 

MR. M’DONALD OBJECTS. 

Mr. McDonald rose very deliberately and 
said: **Your Honor, I hope the State will not 
withdraw its motion. I have come here in 
answer toa notice toappearand show cause 
why an order should not be made, and I have 
come prepared to show cause and I 
am entitled to that opportunity. These 
gentlemen have given out an. impres- 
sion that I have violated the law in taking 
possession of this coat. Ihave a right to a 
hearing to show that the law sustains me in 
what I have done; to show to them and 
to this court and to this community 
that my action has the approval and the 
sanction of the law, andI insist upon it in 
hehalfofmy client, for my clientis the one 
interested in this motion; I sink in obscurity. 
But instead of that, the gentlemen for the 
State come in and propose to withdraw their 
motion. It is only another of the tricks they 
have resorted to in this case.’’ 

Mr. Dryden: ‘‘Mr. McDonald is the last 
man on earth, your Honor, to accuse his 
brother attorneys of trickery. He needs to 
take the schoo!lmaster’s bench toconvince the 
community of the legality of his act, for new 
methods have been introduced since he came 
tothe bar. I dismissed the motf6n because I 
knew that to press it would resultina long 
legalfightandan unseemly wrangle, which 
I desired to avoid, but at the close of his ad- 
dress he accuses me and my co-attorneys of | 
trickery. I must confess that since I came 
into this case I have learned new methods. 

LEARNED NEW METHODS. 

‘fl learned a new method when the attor- 
neys for the defense, unable to secure a 
continuance of the case on any legal 
ground, withdrew in order to avoid going to 
trial. I learned new methods when I heard 
the attorney for the defense confess that he 
had surruptitiouly secured evidence in the 
case from the Circuit Attorney’s office. We 
thought this overcoat necessary at first, but 
after due consideration we have come to the 
conclusion that its absence and the manner 
ofits disappearance will only rebound upon 
the head of the defendant, as it should, and 
we withdraw the motion.’’ 

Mr. McDonald: ‘‘I am not surprised that 
you withdraw the motion, after spending all 
day in the law library, where you learned 
that the law sustained me.’’ 

The court ruled that the question how the 
coat was obtained was not before the court, 
that the application for the order was with- 
drawn and therefore there was nothing for 
the court to pass on. 

Mr. McDonald: ‘‘lask the court to declare 
the law, to say what the decision of the 
court would be nm sucha motion.’’ 

The Court: ‘‘Mr. McDonald, there are no 
pleadings before the court and therefore no 
question to be decided.’’ 

That ended the proceedings for the day, 
The attorneys left the court room and the 
crowd dispersed. 


MR. SULLIVAN’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr, Andrew M. Sullivan was called upon 
later and asked to state the legal points on 
which Mr. McDonaid would rely to sustain his 
position, ‘‘Mr. McDonald was entirely right 
in what he did,’’ replied My. Sullivan. ‘*I.- 
don’t know whether Vail is innocent or 
guilty, andI have nothingto do with that, 
but I know that the law ison his side in this 
matter and that he did nothing but his duty. 
The court at 8t. Charles, no court in the 
world, had power to make an order compell- 
ing the defendant to deliver up his coat. 
Such an order would have been in contra- 
vention of the fourth and fifth articles of 
the constitution which protect a citizen 
from unreasonable searches and seizures,and 
the courts have held that an invalid order of 
court commanding search is an unreasona- 
ble seizure, The order must be valid inthe 
first place. In the case of Boyd vs. the 
United States, a revenue case, the District 
Attorney took the position that the court 
could compel the defendant to produce his 
books and papers, and if he refused 
the accounts alleged to be copies of the books 
must be admitted as the best evidence, In 
passing upon this the Supreme Court used 
these words: ‘And any compulsory discovery, 
by extorting the party’s oath or com- 
pelling the production of private 
books and papers to convict him of 
a crime, or to forfeit him of his 
property is contrary to the principles of a 
free government. It is abhorrent to the in- 
stincts of an Englishman, it is abhorrent to 
the instincts of an American. It may suit 
the purpose of a despotic power, but it can- 
not abide in the pure atmosphere of political 
liberty and personal freedom.’ 


AN ATTORNEY’S ATTITUDE. 

**Now, consider Mr. McDonald’s position in 
the case: As attorney for Vail he is as Vail 
himself and has a right to act as Vail. He 
cannot be made to testify, and if he at- 
tempted to . do it without the 
consent of his clients the court 
should say, as an English court 
said: ‘Strike him from the rolls.’

EFUSAL OF THE D. & L. TO ARBITRATE 
, 4 CAUSING TROUBLE. 


Purchase of the Chicago, St. Paul 

& Kansas City by the Great Northern— 
The Monon Deal—What the Effect Will 
Be— Local and General Railroad 


| News. 


New York, Feb. 11.—A crisis, according to 
fthe Tribune, has been precipitated in the re- 
Jations of the trunk lines as regards live 
stock traffic by the refusal of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western to arbitrate the ques- 
tion of live stock cars. The attitude of the 
company is a surprise tothe other roads, as 
the principle of the arbitration is at the base 
ofthe Trunk Line Association. Trunk line 
officers are reluctant to discuss the subject 
freely, as an attempt will be made to assem- 
ble a meeting of the presidents at an early 
day inthe hope of averting the danger of 
demoralization. The live stock situation has 
been drifting toward an acute stage for some 
time. In 1887 the trunk lines agreed to 
abandon the use of cars owned by private 
corporations or individuals, one exception 
being made in favorof a contract which the 
Lackawanna said it was bound by for several 
years. This contract is now before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on complaints 
that the mileage paid by the Lackawanna 
Live Stock Express, constitutes a discrimina- 
tion against other shippers. The trunk line 
agreement to abolish the use of these private 
cars has been gradually growing weaker. * 
Lake Shore, claiming thatit must meet t 
competition of the Grand Trunk and the 
Canadian Pacific, persisted in carrying pri- 
vate cars upto Buffaloand finally it secured 
@ connection over the Lehigh Valley. 
The latter road declares that it 
owns its live stock cars but pays a 
royalty to the patentee. The other roads 
strongly suspect that the royalty is charged 
to shippers. The Pennsylvania purchased 
1,000 cars from S. W. Allerton, one of the big 
shippers over that road, and other shippers 
claimed that the transaction favored him. 
There are serious objections to the practice 
of running private cars, as the mileage paid 
by the roads is liable to manipulation in the 
way of rebatesto shippers. There is no way 
by which the mileage can be controlled by 
the roads and no road has certain means for 
ascertaining the payments of its rivals. 
Hence, if the roads which are _ strictly 
maintaining the presidents’ agreement 
should feel compelled:to abandon it, there 
is little doubt that the rebate on 
live stock would drift into disorder. Another 
potent objection to the practice itsthat it 
might end in the condition to which the 
dressed beef traffic has fallen, where four big 
shippers practically control the rates of the 
roads and the way as to how traffic shall go, 
besides holding a monopoly that places the 
Western producer attheir mercy. The dec- 
lination of the Lackawanna to submit these 
questions to arbitration has now brought the 
issue toa point where it must be positively 
decided. Hope is not abandoned that the 
Pesidents at their next meeting may reach an 
amicable understanding. 


A Big Deal on Hand. 


CuicaGco, Ill., Feb. 11.—A morning paper 
says: ‘*There isa scheme on foot, which, if 
consummated, will create a great flutter in 
Northwestern railway circles. The fact that 
President James J. Hill of the Great Northern 
went to Europe a few weeks ago has caused 
considerable speculation as to the object of 
histrip. It was thought he went abroad for 
the sole object of raisng money for the pur- 
pose of completing the extension of his road 
from Helena, Mont., to the Pacific Coast. 
While that no doubt wat one of his objects, 
{t is now learned that his principal reason 
was to enter int’ negotiations with the 
English capitalists, who, a little over a year 
ago, guaranteed tht payment of the interest 
on the bonds of the Chicago, $t. Paul & Kan- 
sas City, and to mduce them to transfer to 
him their interestin that road. From all that 
can be learned, Mr. Hill has attained his 
object and has seqred a Controlling interest, 
net only tn the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City, but gl the capital neces- 
sary to coiyplete the Pacific Coast 
and otler “*Western extensions of 
his road. The acquisition of the Chicago, 
St. Paul & Kansas City will give the Great 
Northerra loxg desired direct outlet to Chi- 
cago, ad make it one ofthe largest and 

most imortant railway systems in the coun- 

try. Pesident Stickney of the Chicago, St. 

Paul &ansas City when asked what truth 

there as in the report about the absorption 

of higsoad by the Great Northern, said he 
was »t at liberty to talk about the matter at 
regit, except that the consummation of 
suc deal would be a good thing both for his 
copany and the Great Northern, and great- 
ihance the value of both properties.

The Monon Deal. 


CuHIcaGo, Ill., Feb. 11.—A morning paper 
says that the negotiations of Senator Calvin 
6. Brice for the purchase of the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago Railroad, while osten- 
sibly in the interest of the Lake 
Erie & Western, is, in point of fact, 
for the Richmond Terminal Co., which 
has under its control most of the important 
lines in the South. By securing control of the 
Queen & Crescent route the Richmond Ter- 
minal gained entrance to Cincinnati and 
Louisville, and control of the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago would give it a first-class 
outlet to Chicago, making another seaboard 
trunk line. The paper says it is believed that 
the purchase of the Monon was accomplished 
on Monday night at a_conference between 
Senator Brice and President Breyfogie. 

PRESIDENT WOODFORD TALKS. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 11.—President Wood- 
ford of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
Road, speaking of the reported sale of the 
Monon Road to the Richmond Terminal, said 
railroad reiations were now so intermingled 
that no one need be surprised at almost any 
disposition of the Monon. The Richmond 
Terminal, with its relations to the Rich- 
mond & Danville, the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, the Louisville Southern 
and the Queen & Crescent, was in position to 
acquire and make useful the Monon. But, he 
added, the Monon will remain where it is,and 
the laws of trade will controlits owners, and 
its sale will not change the present situation 
toany greatextent. As itis now, the Monon 
naturally sends its traffic in the direction that 
gives it the longest haul, and that will be 
done by whoever controls it.

A NOTORIOUS LITTLE THIEF, 


Kelly Shields Brought Back From Coving~- 
ton, Ky., by Officer Gocking. 

Detective Gocking of the Fourth District 
arrived in St. Louis this morning and lodged 
in jailat the Four Courts a notorious little 
burglar and thief, in the person of Kelly 
Shields. The prisoner is wanted on three 
charges of burglary inthe second degree and 
larceny. During Christmas week fully 
a dozen residences in North St.

Detective 
Gocking brought with him a quantity of 
property consisting of razors, kid gloves, 
silk handkerchiefs, opera glasses, pocket 
knives, silver spoons, a silver cross and other 
small articles, allof which was taken from 
Keegan at the time of hisarrest. In case any 
of these articles can be identified by St. Louis 
citizens an officer will be sent to Kentucky to 
bring Keegan back.

A FASHION-PLATE, 


The Merchant Tailors’ National Ex- 
change Decide to Have One. 


MEMBERS OF THE NATIONAL BODY WILL 
ENJOY EXCLUSIVE STYLES. 


The Most Important Step Taken This 
Morning in Convention Since the Ex- 
change Has Been Organized—What an 
Exclusive Fashion-Plate Means and Its 
Value—Tailors Received on ’Change. 


The second day’s session of the Merchant 
Tailors’ National Convention was called to 
order by President Burbank this morning at 
10:30 o’clock. Special business was the order 
ofthe day. Yesterday evening’s session was 
given upto the reading of reports from the 
officers and constitutional amendments sug- 
gested by the Executive Committee. The 
reading of the minutes and roll call were 
dispensed with. 

Communications from the subordinate ex- 
changes of Minneapolis, San Francisco and 
Philadelphia, expressing the best wishes for 
the success of the convention and regrets 
that a large number of delegates could not be 
present, were read by Secretary Julius Win- 
ter, Jr., of Louisville. 

THE QUESTION OF A FASHION PLATE. 

Mr. Cunningham of Philadelphia, repre- 
senting the Executive Committee, made a 
report in behalf of that committee in regard 
toa fashion plate, one of the most important 
questions which comes before the body. He 
said the late Fashion Plate Commmittee 
had * left the Executive Committee 
no suggestions, and it had nothing 
to recommend except the scheme presented 
by the Washington Exchange, one of the 
most progressive subordinate bodies in the 
national exchange. Mr. Lindsay of St. 
Louis in explanation of the apparent inac- 
tivity of the Fashion Plate Committee, said 
he had heard Mr. Fisher of Washington 
had prepared a plan which would 
be read and he made no effort to produce one 
himself. Secretary Merz then read the plan, 
which suggested that a stock company be 
formed with a capltal of $5,000 or $10,000 di- 
vided in shares of $5 each and allow all the 
subordinate exchanges inthe United States 
to subscribe for the stock. The paper shall 
be under the control of the national body, 
and the right shall be reserved to purchase 
the fashion plate entire at any time it de- 
sires. The fashion plate is to be sold only to 
members of the Exchange, and the plate 
shall be different, more stylish, more 
elegant and exclusive than any other 
plate or plates in the country. 
On motion of Mr. Cunningham the convention 
went into Committee of the Whole tocon- 
sider the proposition of the Washington Ex- 
change section by section. Then followed a 
discussion, more or less animated and some- 
times warm. The subject awakened a 
number of members whose voices had 
not been heard in the convention 
before. All the members were in favor of the 
fashion plate, but were divided on the ques- 
tion whether the National Exchange as a 
body should own the paper or the individual 
members,and whether the paper should be 
sold to tailors not members of the exchanges. 
Delegates from every exchange expressed the 
views of the members of their organizations, 
and after two hours’ talka vote was taken 
on each section. The recommendation of the 
Washington Exchange was finally adopted 
and the most important business of the 
Merchants’ Talilors National Exchange was 
finished. A fashon plate will be published as 
soon” as $10,000 in stock at $5 a 
share is subscribed for and it 
will be issued under the auspices 
and as the official organ of the National ex- 
change. It will be a fashion plate of more 
than ordinary excellence, and shall be con- 
fined in circulation to members of the Ex- 
change. It will be nationalin its character. 
Fhe city in which the plate will be 
published has not been designated, but 
it will probably be printed in New York City, 
where all American fashions and fads in per- 
sonal adornment have their origin. During 
the discussion of this important question it 
was shown that every clothing store in the 
country had the latest fashion plates on 
their walls and that the merchant 
tallor could not boast of being In advance in 
the fashions on this account. There was no 
limit to the circulation of the fashion plates 
published at the present time and what was 
needed by the high class merchant tailors of 
the country in and out of the Exchange was a 
fashion plate which they could be 
guaranteed would only reach high class 
merchant tailors in the National Exchange 
and it would be the drawing card for that 
body and double its membership ina short 
while. It was shown that a host of tailors 


in the country were only waiting for the 
National Exchange 


to take some action ona 


fashion plate before they joined the subordl- 
nate bodies, as under the present style of 
management the only privilegesand benefits 
to be derived was achange of ideas and so- 
clal intercourse. 

VALUE OF THE FASHION PLATE. 

The adoption of the fashion plate, it was 
proven, would tend more than anything else 
to bind the ties of membership and strengthen 
the organization. It would aid the commercial 
bureau, by which the tailors of one city aided 
those in another by an exchange of ‘‘dead 
beat’’ lists. These and many other points 
were strongly urged in favor of the adoption 
of the brilliant suggestion by the Washington 
Exchange and it was hustled through the 
convention with all the speed possible, 
though it required the entire forenoon session. 

atthe public may realize what an im- 
mense value is placed on the exclusive fash- 
ion plates for the National Exchange, it has 
been said that some members may add to 
their printed stationary and street signs the 
words, ‘‘Member of the Merchant Tallors’ 
National Exchange.’’ This, it is said, will 
guarantee to the patrons the latest in dress 
and the best in make. : 

INVITATION TO GO ON ’CHANGE. 

After the adoption of the fashion- plate 
resolution President Burbank reada letter 
from President Bernheimer of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, extending a cordial invitation 
to the well-dressed visitors ‘to visit 
the Exchange at any hour con- 
venient to them. The invitation was 
accepted with a cheer and 12:30 o’clock was 
selected asthe hour. The gentlemen assem- 
bled in the rotunda of the Lindell at 12:30 
o’clock, and underthe guidance of the ever 

resent Lewis F. Lindsay marched to the 

hamber of Oommerce, where they were re- 
ceived very warmly by the bulls and bears. 

The members were so elated over the adop- 
tion of the fashion-plate resolution thet they 
could transact no more business for the morn- 
ing session and at 12 o’clock the convention 
adjourned. 

WHAT THE LADIES ARE DOING. 

While the convention was in progress the 
wives and ladies of the St. Louis tailors were 
holding forth in the ladies’ parlor, or driving 
about in carriages showing: the visitors the 
big emporiums about town. The lady visit- 
ors are having decidedly the best 
time of it, as they did not worry over 
the fashion plate question oor the 
finances, which were discussed in convention 
by their liege lords. As the members passed 
out of the convention hall all those who 
wished to attend any of the matinees in the 
city to-day with their lady friends were given 
as many tickets as they wanted. As mostof 
the delegates are accompanied by their wives 
who wil sit at the banquet with them 
to-morrow night, they accepted the tickets 
and found their way to the houses of enter- 
tainment.

A Messenger Sent to O’Brien and Dillon at

Parnell goes right on, apparently 
not guiding his conduct by any thought of 
settlement, and outspoken as ever in his con- 
tempt of the English Liberal leaders, who, he 
avers, are obliged to grant home rule or see 
the Tories remain in power, Mr. Gladstone’s 
remark to the Australian labor delegate, 
Fitzgerald, that after the next election labor 
would be the question of the day, is con- 
strued as meaning that,in Mr. Gladstone’s 
opinion, home rule is certain to triumph and 
be out of the way.

CHOKED OFF AGAIN, 
Another Resolution to Investigate the 
Noland Defalcation Voted Down. 


SWIFT’S LETTER AND OTHER CHARGES 
EMBODIED IN THE RESOLUTION. 


————— 


The Senate Committee on Corporations 
Reports Against the Passage of the 
Stone Underground Wire Bill—Ad- 
verse Report on the Bills Reducing 
Street Car Fares. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 11.—Another 
resolution concernifig the Noland defalcation 
was voted downinthe House this morning. 
It was Offered by Mr. Aydelott of Warren 
County as a result of a conference held by the 
Republican members of the House last even- 
ing. The resolution was as follows: ‘ 

Whereas, One W. H. Swift, one of the 
bondsmen of the late State Treasurer, Ed- 
ward T, Noland, ina communication pur- 
porting to have been addressed to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Missouri, does, 
over his signature, assert that he 
has paid more than his pro rata 
share of the defalcation of the _ said 
Edward T. Noland and further charges that 
some of thé bondsmen have not paid their 
part of said deficit; also, further charges that 
a part of this deficit, amounting to $9,000, ex- 
isted prior to the time at which the said 
Edward T. Noland assumed the duties of the 
office of State Treasurer; and, 

Whereas, The Post-Dispatcn of Feb. 4, 
1891, openly charged that the Noland defalca- 
tion involves the guilt of others besides No- 
land, and further charges that a proper in- 
vestigation would disclose a loose method of 
doing business on the part of State officials 


temnptingly easy matter; and 

Whereas ,The people of the State of Missouri 
have a rightto knowall the facts connected 
with the Noland defalcation, and the State 
Officers, if innocent, haVe aright and ought 
to be vindicated by an investigation; tiefe- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, Thata committee of five be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker for the purpose of in- 
vestigating allthe facts connected with the 
said defalcation with special reference to the 
method by which the funds wére abstracted 
from the Treasury ,the disposition made of said 
funds which were abstracted from the Treas- 
ury, the amount restored tothe State and by 
whom, the names of allthe bondsmen and 
the amount paid by each, andif any of the 
bondsmen have failed to pay their propor- 
tionate partof the deficit, why all were not 
required to pay ah equal part of the shortage. 

Resolved further, that said committee shall 
have power to subpcena witnesses ,administer 
oaths and call for all books and papers neces- 
sary to fully performthe duties required of 
them by this resolution. 

Mr. Coates of Platte moved to lay it on the 
table and the Republican members at once 
called for the yeas and nays. The roll was 
then called and the resolution tabled by a 
vote of 85 to 81. 

IN THE SENATE. 

A majority of the Senate Committee on 
Corporations presented a report th$s morning 
on the Stone underground wire bill, witha 
recommendation against its passage. It was 
decided to set aside Tuesday next for the 
consideration of the measure in the Commit- 
tee ofthe Whole. The morning session of the 
Senate was spent in a discussion of the 
bill to more clearly define the power of the 
trust companiesin the matter of acting as 
sureties on bonds. The bill Was again taken 
up at 2 o’clock this afternoon, when the ses- 
sion re-convened, 

Dennis Devoy’s Justice of the Peace Dill, 
which has figured in several sessions of the 
General Assmbly, was again presented this 
morning. The bill provides that St. Louis 
Shall have nine justices, that each Justice 
Shall receive $2,500 per annum, and also 
makes provision for an extension of the juris- 
diction of the Justices. 

Representative Carnes introduced a bill in 
the House this morning to appropriate $33,000 
for the State militia and $7,000 for the Cadet 
School at Columbia. The impression ts fast 
gaining ground that it will be a very difficult 
matter indeed to get such an appropriation 
from the farmer members. 

The Muhicipal Corporation Committee pre- 
sentéd a report opposing the 2% and 3 cent 
street railroad bills. 

The bill providing for 4 more rigorous as- 
sessment and collection of merchants’ taxes 
was passed. Under this. bill the merchants 
mist list everything they have in stock, even 
though they hold goods given them to sell on 
commission. 

Representative Church of St. Louis intro- 
duced a bill making it a misdemeanor for the 
owner of a race horse to run him under an as- 
sumed nathe after having madearecord and 
running uhder another cognomen. This is 
intended to prevent owners of trotting and 
racing stables from deceiving the unsuspect- 
ing better by running fine stock as scrubs. 

Senator Stone’s pool-room bill has been 
rattled about ina rather lively manner, and 
has but little resemblance now to the original 
act. When the bill was first introduced it 
aimed to Suppress pool-selling and book- 
making everywhere in the State, at all times 
and under all conditions. When the Dill 
was ih the hands of the committee 
Senator Stone, to Meet the objections 
of the 58f. Louls Fair Association, 
the county fairs and Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, tried to amend the measure so 
as to except them from its provision. The 
committee insisted, however, on reporting 
the bill in {ts original shape and did so, the 
Object being to have the Senate consider the 
matter in the committee of the whole. The 
morning and afternoon sessions were given 
over tothe subject yesterday and nearly every 
member had something to say on the sub- 
ject. The opinion was general that it would 
not be proper to prohibit betting or race 
tracks in order to suppress the pool-roomis. 
Senator Stone had hisamendment, which has 
already been given in the Post-DISPATCH, 
ready and presented it as soon as the 
bill was taken up. Amendments of all 
Kinds were presented all of which 
were voted down excepting that offered by 
Senator Major prohibiting the sale of pools 
toany milhor or minors under any circum- 
stances. The substitute with this amend- 
mént was adopted, ahditis now understood 
that the bill will pass the Senate in this 
shape. The substitute allows the sale of 
pools and bookmaking on all sporting events 
that occurin the State, but ws a care- 
on the subject of elections 
and political nominations. Under this act 
the pool-rooms can be kept open when races 
and other sporting events are taking place ih 
Missouri, but no pools can bé sold or books 
made On events that occur elsewhere. Sena- 
tor Stone says ifthe billdoes become a law 
and its provisions are energetically carried 
vut, the improper influences of the pool- 
rooms can greatly diminished if 
not actually eradicated. The discussion on 
the bill was about the most interesting heard 
this session, and the chamber was filled by 
interested spectators throughout. The dele- 
gation representing the St. uls Fair Asso- 
ciation were pleased with the outcome, 
were the representatives of the Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association and county fairs, who came 
here to oppose the original bill. ) 

The House Committee on Municipal Corpor- 
dtions, in addition to preparing adverse re- 
ports on the street car fare reduction bills, 
also devoted considerable time last evening 
to the ‘‘milk bill,’’ as it is termed. This is 
the act introduced by Representative Haw- 
kins of St. Louis torepeal the State inspection 
law which ap exclusively to St. Louis. A

He also denied 
that swill feed had dny deleterious effect on 
the miik. Milk Inspector Sullivan of St. 
Louis also spoke and presenteda number of 
milk samples he had analyzed before starting 
for the State Capitol. He was, of Course, an 
advocate ang supporter of the local inspec- 
tion and an Opponent of the State inspection 
act. 

John Cahill, one of thé dairymien in the del- 
egation, created much merriment in the com- 
mittee-room ty his-argument in favor of the 
repealof the State act. He attacked the 
large milk handlers in Sst. Louis, and. 
said they were trying to freege the 
dairymen who operated their Own eStab-. 
lishments within the city limits out of the 
business. He admitted that he fed 
some  swill, but denied that he 
used it as an eveclusive _ article 
of food for his cows, To support his argu- 
ment that swill was not dangerous he told 
the committee that he had severiteen chil- 
dren and that he would éhallenge any family 
to produce a healthier collection of young 
Americans, They were, he said, largely fed 
on milk supplied by cows that had partaken 
of more or less swill. 

‘ CONGRESSMAN O’REILL. 

Congressman-elect John J. O’Neill is here 
to-day, having came up on the morning train 
with two objects in view. In the first place 
he wants samp vigorous legislation on the 
subject of primary elections. Mr. O'Neill got 
a dose of the present law in the last prelimin- 
ary campaign which he 4id not felish, 
even though he did overthrow the 
combine arrayed against him and secure his 
election by a large majority. He favors such 
amendments as will prevent a repetition of 
the high-handed doings of the Eighth Dis- 
trict Congressional Committee before it was 
tossed overboard. He is also interested in 
the reapportionment of the &State s0 
far as Congressional districts are 
concerned. As he may bea candidate for re- 
election two years hencé, he does not want 
his district cut up in such shape as might 
prejudice his chances, The committees of 
the two Howes which have this work in 
charge have done nothing asyet, andthe 
impression is fast gaining ground that there 
will be an extra session called immediately 
after the present one has expired. Mr. 
O’Neill is rather {inclined to favor the plan of 
leaving the present districts as they are until 
the next session and electing the additional 
Congressman the State gains under the new 
congressional apportionment at large. 

THE SPECIAL JURY LAW. 

An extensively signed petition has been re- 
ceived from the St. Louls lawyers in Oppos!i- 
tion to the bill introduced by Ryan of St.Louis 
which contemplates a material change in the 
present special jury law. The Ryan bill aims 
to make ita more difficult matter to obtain a 
special jury than under the existing law. The 
petition of the St. Louis attorneys has been 
placed in the hands of Representative 
Church, who will present it when the bill 
comes up for tonslderation. 


CONSTABLE JUNGLUNG’S BOND. 


A Penalty of $5,000 and Damages Reoov- 
ered on It in Court—Legal Notes. 

John C, Roever & Co, recovered judgment 
against Charles Junglung, Elise Voepel, Geo. 
Mormann and Fred Bothmann for $5,000 pen- 
alty of bond and $167.67 damages in Division 
No. 8 of the Circuit Court to-day. The 
suit was brought in the name of the State of 
Missouri at the relation and to the use of J. 
C. Roever & Co. against Charles Junglung, 
Constable of the Twelfth District of St. Louis, 
and his bondsmen. It was shown that the 
plaintiffs filed an affidavit before Justice 
Louis Huber on Nav, 4, 1889, and prayed an 
attachment against the effects of Heineck 
Bros., for the sum of $162.20, The writ was 
placed in the hands of Junglung, who at- 
tached a large stock of groceries, wines, liq- 
uors and cigars. Subsequently the attachment 
was sustained. Under orderthe Constable 
sold the stock of goods for $500, but he re- 
fused and neglected to pay to the plaintiffs 
the money so realized, orany partof it. On 
this the judgment stated above was given, 
The case was‘tried by Judge Withrow. 


Must Pay Again, 


Late yesterday afternoon after long ¢onsid- 
eration a jury in Division No. 3 of the Circuit 
Court gave judgment for $785.65 in favor of 
Alice Spengler against Kaufman & Wilkinson, 
garnishee of Louis P. Spengler. The case i#? 
an interesting one. In December, 1888, the 
plaintiff, Alice M. Spengler, obtained a judg- 
ment against Louis P. Spengler, her husband, 
for support and maintenance. They had 
been married in October, 1887, and in Janu- 
ary, 1888, he abandoned her. He refused to 
live with her or support her after that time. 
She did not sue for divorce but brought action 
for maintenance in which she got judgment. 
He was ordered to pay her 825 per month 
from Dec, 15, 1888. Mr. Spengler refused to 
comply with the order, He ieft 
the place where he had been employed 
and in February, 1887, took employment with 
Kaufman & Wilkinson. In April, 1888, he had 
an understanding with his employers that he 
was to be paid $75 per month inadvance. He 
was then in debt to the firm, and remained in 
debt toituptothe date of the trial. The 
agreement to pay in advance was pleaded by 
Kaufman & Wilkinson in explanation of their 
denial, that they held any moneys for 
Spengler subject to garnishment. The 
trial was highly interesting to the spectators 
and afforded counsel ample opportunity for 
the display of their stores of biting sarcasm. 
The jury decided that the agreement between 
Spengler and his employers wasa device to 
prevent Mrs. Spengler from realizing on her 
judgment, and gave hera Verdict for $518.60 
with interest and costs, a total sum of ,§785.6 
against the garnishees.

THE STOCK GOOD NOW. 


A DEFUNCT CHICAGO BANK PUT ON ITS 
FEET AGAIN. 


Land Held as Assets and Formerly Worth- 
less Now Valued at $1,000,000—The 
Grant Park at Galena—Other Illinois 
Items. 


CuicaGo, Ill., Feb. 11.—The stockholders 
of a bank which failed in 1877 for nearly 
$1,000,000, yet whose stock is to day quoted at 
170, with no sellers, met yeste at the 
Sherman House, The institution holding 
such an unique position was known fourteen 
years ago as the Third National Bank of Chi- 
cago and J. Irving Brice was its President. 
The final meeting of, the stockholders was 
held in the last month of 1877, when they 
were told that their stock was worth- 
less, as every cent of the _ capital 
of $750,000 and the surplus of $200,000 had been 
tak6n to pay the claims which followed the 
suspension. Yesterday they were told by Re- 
ceiver Huntington W. Jackson that he had 
been offeréd $1,000,000 for two tracts of land 
near the Jackson Park which were saved 
from the wreck but were thought almost 
worthless at the time, It has been decided to 
accept the offer provided the bid was not at 
once raised in other quarters where such a 
move was expected.

He dis- 
closed marked sporting proclivities 
early ins ihils metropolitan career, 
and it was not a. great while 
before he was invited by his new friends to 
Sit in a little game of ‘‘draw.’’ He accepted 
with alacrity and was soon a hail fellow in 
the select coterie of lawyers, merchants, ac- 
tors, brokers, wine importers, politicians 
and hotel men, who were wont fo amuse 
themselves once or twice a Week, or oftener, 
asthe occasion offered, by playing poker. 
The individual from the placid shores of the 
Pacific was such a liberal player and so ge- 
nial withal, that he became very popular. 
Such a favorite did he become, in fact, that 
any game of poker seemed incomplete with- 
out his presence. He seemed to enjoy his 
popularity andthe confidence it indicated. 
One evening, when this confidence was at its 
geignt. the Pacific individual turned up with 

friend. The latter was a dapper person of 
genteel manners, good address and exquisite 
wearing apparel. Ooming as the friend of 
the representative of the slope, it was but an 
act of common politeness to invite him to 
join the game, which eventually marked 
such meetings. The stranger refused the in- 
Vitation at first, but a gentle urging from his 
friend induced him to accept finally. When 
the game ended it was found that the 
stranger had lost, but the good-natured 
gentleman from the golden coast had won 
liberally. 

THE SECOND GAME. 

A few nights ago the gentleman turned up 
agninas the game was about to be started 
and both joined it; this time without invi- 
tation.

The Collector Trying Hard to Better 
His Showing. 


THE “POST-DISPATCH’S” EXPOSE HAVING 
A BENEFICIAL EFFECT. 


The Collector Gives a Warning to Delin- 
quents on Dog and Wagon Licenses— 
Efforts to Bring the City’s License 
Revenue Up to What It Ought to Be— 
The Investigation. 


q Comptroller Stevenson to-day sent to 
Mayor Noonan a report of the license re- 
ceifts from the Collector’s office for the past 
ten years. This statement contained exactly 
the same information as was published in 
the PosT-DIsPaTcH of Sunday. 

Mayor Noonan being occupied with a con- 
vention of tailors all morning, did not have 
time to do anything with the cade, but spent 
several hours this afternoon studying over 
the figures submitted to him by the Comp- 


troller. 

Collector Ziegenhein has stirred his 
stumps a little, and is now 
advertising for people to come in and pay for 
their dogs and their wagons. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he paid the School Board $48,000, 
which he was behind hand with and saved 
himself considerable trouble. 

The statement submitted to Mayor Noonan 
is very interesting. 

This statement covers everything up to the 
end of the last fiscal year—April 7, 1890, It was 
impossible to get in it the returns for the 
present fiscal year, as it does not end until 
next April. There is one hard, cold fact 
which stands out very prominent in the state- 
ment and that is that the receipts 
from business show a steady 
increase each succeeding year with the ex- 
ception of the last fiscal year which shows a 
marked falling off compared with its prede- 
cessor and a gain of only $627.71 over the re- 
turns for the twelve months two years pre- 
vious. For the year ending April 10, 1882, the 
tgtal return from licences was $692, 125. 22; the 

éar following, $708,487.13; the next year, 

1,018 ,718.06, and sO on up to 
1890. The year ending April 9, 
1888, the receipts were $1,295,710.22. They 
were $1,329,459.08 for the yearending April 8, 
1889, an increase of $33,748.86 over 1888. The 
fiscal year ending 1889 was the last of Col- 
lector Sexton’s term. Collector Zeigenhein 
followed, and the first fiscal year of his term, 
ending April 7, 1890, the receipts for licenses 
were $1, 296,387.93, a decrease of $33,121.15 com- 
pared with the last year of Collector Sexton’s 
term, and as stateda gain of only $627.71 over 
the fiscal year ending April 9, 1888. 

fHE COLLECTOR’S SHOWING. 

The most Marked decreases shown by Col: 
lector Zeigenheih are in dram shops and meat 
shops, and he endeavors to explain away the 
former by a claim that there are not as many 
saloons in the city as formerly, because since 
the breweries, with three exceptions, were 
purchased by asyndicate and consolidated 
they have not been paying licenses for saloon- 
keepers as formers and some places have in 
consequence closed. The decrease in the 
humber of saloons doés not appear, however, 
to have been sufficient to have been noticed 
by the public generally, and even veteran 
drinkers have not made any complaints 
about the increased distances they have 
to walk to purchase drinks. Col 
lector Zeigenhein’s explanation or 
his shortage in the collection of 
Gramshop license is that Mr. Sexton in the 
last year of his term collected a lot of delin- 
quent licenses, which he had failed to collect 
the preceding year, and that this brought tip 
his returns in this department. When Mr. 
Zeigenhein took ‘hold these delinquent 
Mcenses had been paid up, and he had to 
startin with a clean sheet, having no tere 
tunity to make a big = tay Pi 
gathering in back licenses. wees 
are the explanations the  Oollector 
gives for his short comings in these two par- 
ticulars, while he points with pride to his in- 
crease in some other departments. 

SHORT OF FORMER YEARS. 

There are several departments in which 
Mr. Zeigenhein’s returns forthe fiscal year 
ending April 7,1890, are far behind the returns 
years ago. For instance the merchants’ 
licenses for 1882 were $192,253.81 and for 1890 
only $170,660.82; the license from commission 
merchants in 1882 were $17,389.18 and in 1886 
were $22,972.12, and in 1800 they Were $15,784.05; 
vehicle licenses, $100,430.91 in 1882, against 
$88,904.99 in 1890; peddlers and hawkers, licenses 
im 1882 were $11,844.52, and in 1887 wefe $15,219. - 
87, and in 1890 only $9,786.98, which is lower by 
several thousand dollars than they were for 
any year since 1882, which was the 
next loweston the list. The pawhbrokers’ 
licenses in 1883 were $5,850 and in 1800 they 
were $3,861. The Collector makes 4 special 
point of his incréase over Collector Sexton in 
collecting insurance licenses, the amount for 
1890 being $24,302.73, Collector Sexton made a 
particularly poor showing im that depart- 
ment during his last year in office. The re- 
turns for the year 1885 Were, however, $27,- 
650.35, or considerably more than Collector 
Ziegenhein’s returns in 1890, with all the ad- 
ditional companies here now. 

LOOSE BUSINESS METHODS. 

Asanevidence of the loose and careless 
mannerin which affairs in the Collector's 
Office have been managed a gentleman stated 
that Mr. Zeigenhein was in the habit of 
receiving money in installments in payment 
for licenses. In case the parties failed to pay 
up the whole of their license there Was no 
Way in which this money could be turned into 
the treasury by the Oollector. He could 
not make returns of licenses partly paid. A 
call Was made on the Collector tolearn what 
he had to say in referance to the charge 
that he Was conducting business 
in this way. . Mr, Zeigenhein 
was not in, but his Chief Deputy in the Li- 
cense Department, Oarl Ungar, admitted 
that they had takeh money in instaliments in 
payment for licenses. ‘‘But we have quit 
that,’’he remarked, *‘We only did it, I think, 
in the case of meat 8hOps, at least those are 
the only instances of which I know. The 
Butchers’ Union made a kick against the 
system and insisted that all meat shops be 

‘required to pay their license 
down. in one Wimp. A man used to 
come in and pay us $25, or sOmething of that 
sort, on account and Mr, Zeigenhein, who is 
very good hearted, would not wantto close 
him and would tell me to accept it and to col- 
lect the balance later. We nearly always got 
the remainder, as when a man pays one 
installment he is apt to pay the rest rather 
than lose what he has already paid. There 
was one case of a butchernamed J. Adler 
who paid us $12 on account and we 
had to afterward bring 
in court. gant taking 
the costs of »>urt, $4, 
ing $8 to 4e credit ‘of mil Troller, who 
bought out Adler’s shop and paid the balance 
of the $50 lice se.

The State depends entirely on the 
Collector’s office for its revenue 
from manufacturers. All Manhu- 
facturers have to pay city licenses,and mant- 
facturers whose stock amounts to $1,000 or 
more pay a State license. Those 
Whose stock is valued at less thah 
$1,000 are assessed by the State on 
their personal property, while the larger 
manufacturers afte exempt of assessment on 
personal property and if their licenses are 
not collected the city or State get no taxof 
any kind from them except on real estate 
should they happen to own any. 

Collector Ziegenhein yesterday 
the Board of Education the sum of $48,000 
this being what has been collected within the 
past few days. This makes it évident that 
the Collector is hustlingin the cash with all 
possible speed. Secretary Player this after- 
noon says that it now possible to collect the 
necessary amount to reach the estimated ex- 
penditures, whereas before this 
was received it looked very blue.

It has relieved the 
pressing need for money and once more made 
the gentlemen who manage the funds more 
confident of preventing any overlap.

SISTER SERAPHINA DEAD. 


The Directress of the Visitation Academy 
for Nineteen Years Passes Away. 


The funeral of Sister Seraphina Wickham, 
who for nineteen years was Directress of the 
Academy at Tweftieth and Cass avénue, 
took place yesterday. Sister Se- 
raphina was born inh Philadelphia 
in the year 1804. Ordained almost 
from her birth for a life of de- 
votion, she entered religion at Emmetsburg 
when only 16 years of age. Her unusually 
gehtle and fervent disposition manifested 
itself from the beginning and greatly en- 
Geared her to the hearts of all her Compan- 
ions. She remained at Emmetsbdurge for 
twelve years and then was cailied to 
enter the cloister altar at George- 
town, Here she remained until 1889, 
being constantly associated with works of 
philanthropy and charity. In 1889 she Came 

cohvent at st. Louis and 
here continuously up to 
time of her death, Her 
superior administrative and mental powers 
were recoghized, and in 1872 she was ap- 
pointed Directress of the Academy, which 
position she held until her advanced age in- 
Gapicated her for further discharge of her 
duties. During the last few years she grad- 
ually declined until death finally released her 
spirit. Tne transition came Monday after- 
noon. She passed away Calmiy and pain- 
lessly, unconscious that her end was s0 close 
at hand. 

Sistef Seraphina was a woman of remark- 
able powers, intellectually and spiritually. 
Her piety and devotion were of that 
invincible kind that knows ho frélaxa- 
tion, no misgiving. She confront- 
ed every duty, no matter how trying or pain- 
ful, with unflinching determination, No char- 
itable object was ever presented to her in 
vain. No one was disregarded who ap- 
pealed to her sympathy. Her 
powers of organization and administration 
were early recognized, and the history of her 
connection with the academy hereis a glow- 
ing tribute to her industry and devotion. 
She died of no known disease, it was simply 
the extinction of the vital spark ina body 
already worn out. As one of the sisters at the 
convent said: ‘‘She did not die of disease, 
uuless qne can call old age disease. It was 
only the departure of the last of the bodily 
faculties when all of its compan- 
ions had gone. She lost first 
her sight, then her hearing 
became impaired and this was soon followed 
by the loss of speech itself.

KANSAS HARD WHEAT. 


BELIEF THATIT 18 GRADED AS NO. 2 BY 
THE STATE INSPECTORS. 


Millers and Exporters Disturbed by the 
Danger of St. Louis Grades Being Low- 
ered—Significant Changes in Shipments 
East Side Avoided by Kansas Oity. 


The question of State inspection of graih 
is once More exciting not a little comment 
oh the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
there isa great deal of dissatisfaction with 
some of the ratings made by Chief Inspector 
O’Shea and his deputies. The manner in 
which Kansas wheat is ratedis the cause of 
more unfavorable criticism than anything 
else Connected with the management of the 
Office, and the millers and exporters in 
particular are inclined to rebel against 
the gradings that have lately become 
common. Fora numberof years the Kansas 
City shippers and many Kansas farmers have 
been endeavoring to persuade the 8&t. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange to establish grades 
which would allow the Kansas hard wheat, if 
mixed with red,to grade as No.2 in this 
market. 

GRADING HARD WHEAT. 

There has been an element on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange that was not averse to 
making the grading more liberal on’ the 
ground that if this was donea great deal of 
the Kansas wheat that now goes to Chicago 
would come to this city. The great ma- 
jority, however, are in favor of maintaining 
the present high standard of inspection. 
St. Louis, at great expense, has established a 
reputation for high grading that extends not 
only allover the country, but also through- 
out Europe, andto forfeit this is considered 
to be very bad policy. The requests of the 
Kansas farmers and the Kansas City ship- 
pers who handle hard wheat have therefore 
been uniformly refused. It appears likely 
now that the reputation upon which St. Louis 
grain dealers place so much value is to be lost 
through the action of State Inspector O’Shea, 

A SIGNIFICANT CHANGE. 
fact has been observed that 
for several weeks the receipts of 
hard Kansas wheat at East St. 
Louis have been very small and have steadily 
diminished. Letters received from Kanéas 
City state that the shipments of hard wheat 
to §t. Louis instead of showing a diminution 
are larger thanusual. The explanation given 
is that East St. Louis is avoided because at 
that poifit the grain inspectors appointed by 
the Merchants’ Exchangé are in charge, and 
that the hard wheat is graded as it always has 
beeh. On this side of the river, however, it is 
stated that hard Wheat is looked upon 
much more leniently, and at much 
of it goes in 4s No. When 
it is remembered that the hard wheat is not 
nearly so valuablé aS No. 2 red, and that the 
Kansas City dealers hold large quantities of 
it, the reason forthe avoidance of the East 
side is evident. The statement is freely made 
thatthe present Chief Inspector promised to 
grade hard wheat high in case his confirma- 
tion was sustained by Kansas Oity. It will 
be remembereti thata short time ago a ship- 
ment of twenty-two car loads of Kansas City 
wheat was received in East St. Louis and in- 
spected as No. 2hard. The owners made ho 
attempt to sell it under that grading, but 
sent itacross the river, where it was passed 
upon by the O’Shea expert. 
AN INSTANCE IN POINT. 

The State inspectors took a different view 
of the matter, and considered that the wheat 
that the Bast side inspectors had rated as 
hard was in reality No. 2 red. This the 
Kansas City shippers have taken as an inti- 
mation that they can expect better grades at 
the hands of Inspector O’Shea than from the 
men appointed by the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and the result Nas been a marked diminttion 
in the shipments from Kafisas Oity to East St. 
Louls, anda more thah equivalent increase 
in the receipts in this city. It is also re- 
marked that very little of this wheat is 
graded hard, and both millersand exporters 
are much disturbed because of the change of 


policy. 

EXPERT TESTIMONY, 
_An ex-inspector of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change said: 

‘‘There is not the least doubtin my mind 
that a great deal of hard wheat is being in- 
spected here as No.2. Whatever may be the 
reason, the State inspectors are much more 
liberal in rating hard wheat than those ap- 
pointed by the Merchants’ Exchange how 
are or ever have been. Those 
not acquainted with the business 
do not understand the full significance of the 


The 


grading of the twenty-twocars that caused 


such dissatisfaction. It was fot simply the 


Merchants’ Exchange men against the State/ 


Inspectors, but the State Inspectors against 
all who have preceded them for the last sev- 
enteen years. The books will show that such 
a quantity of No. 2 red as twenty-two cars 
was never received in one shipment from 
Kansas City. Butas soon as O’Shea takes 
charge it seems that the character of Kan- 
sas wheat changes and that what tsed 
to be hard is how red.’’ The exporters and 
millers have as yet taken no action inthe 
matter, but it 1s probable that before long 
they Willdoso. Their remedy would be to 
order all wheat cofisigned to them to be de- 
livered in East St. Louis, where it can be in- 
spected by the force appointed by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. The charge that they are 
inspecting too high is absurd, as it is to their 
interest to pass everythitig as No. 2 that can 
fairly be rated as that grade. Several of the 
heaviest wheat receivers have started a quiet 
iivestigation, and will endeavor to ascertain 
how much hard wheat has been graded as 
No. 2 red.

The girl had her wedding apparel 
ready, and had no misgivings until he failed 
to appear on Monday. Then she felt sure 
that he was ill, and she.commuhicated her 
fears to her cousin, John Colligan, who tried 
to find the young mah, but failed. 

At noon Merienjek was seen in Howard 
street. He walked past the house several 
times on the opposite side of the street with- 
out glancing over, and finally he entered a 
saloon.

"WATTERSON'S LETTER. 


GOV. HILL DECLARES THAT HE:DID NOT 
RECEIVE IT. 


He Also Believes That It Is a Forgery and 
That Editor Watterson Is Too Good a 
Democrat to Write Such a Communi- 
cation. 


BALTIMORE, M4G., Feb. 11.—The Sun to-day 
publishes what purports to be Editor Henry 
Watterson’s letter to Gov. Hill of New 
York, which communication from the Ken- 
tucky editor induced the New York Governor 
to accept the United States Senatorship. The 
letter is as follows: 

COURIER-JOURNAL OFFICE. LOUISVILLE, Ky., 
Nov. 21, 1890.—My DEAR Sim: I take leave to ad- 
dress you this letter as one of some millions of Demo- 
crates who have never sought .or held office, and who 
could not be induced to do so, but who are deeply 
incerned in the party welfare, and who believe you 
to hold the key to it. Outside of the State of New 
York there is a well-nigh unanimous demand among 
the rank and file of Democrats for the nomination of 
Mr. Cleveland. This is too strong for the party lead- 
ers and managers to resist. I think I have some in- 
fluence in Kentucky. Buton that point I should be 
overwhelmed ina State Convention. If you should 
come to a National Convention wifh a New York del- 
egation solid against it you would be overwhelmed, 
You are powerless to prevent it. But you can defeat 
the election of the ticket. 

There are Democrats in every part of the Union 
who believe that you did this in 1888. 1 know that 
to be false. I know exactly what happened, andI 
have steadily defended youin public and in private. 
But it will cling to youas longas you live—even as 
the bargain, intrigue and corruption story clung to 
Clay—and will meet you in every National Con- 
vention, ifit be not dissipated by some act on your 
part great enough to blot it out. In default of this, 
if you have any hope of the Presidency, it will de- 
feat that. 

My judgment isclear that, if you could reconcile 
it with your judgement and feeling to make peace 
with Mr. Cleveland and to take a delegation to the 
National Convention in 1892 to put him in nom- 
ination, you will save the party and place yourself 
upon an elevation youcan never attain if you fail 
to do it. You would be received by the 
country with enthusiasm, be accepted at once asa 
Warwick, and I do not sed how’ you could be kept 
out of the succession. On tne other hand, even if 
you succeeded in defeating the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland, you will stand upon sinster and danger- 
ous grounds, with a stormy future before you. These 
are words, and I have no relations with you which 
give me the right to offer you counsels. They may 
be disagreeable words, and I have no desire to ob- 
trude upon your privacy. Butthey are true words, 
and I claim the right ofa Democrat who has some 
knowledge of the country at large, and has given 
some proof of intelligent devotion to the party in- 
terests, to ignore ceremony and to send them to you. 
In conclusion, let me say that I shall, in any event, 
be glad to know you better, and that, meanwhile, I 
am, most sincerely your friend,

One of his best fights was with Peter 
Jackson, the colored pugilist, whom he de- 
feated in an eight-round glove contest. 

Choynski is also well known. Some months 
ago he fought a battle with Jim Corbett in 
San Francisco and was defeated. Later he 
fought with Jack Fogarty in Australia and 
won the fight. 

Joe Goddard, the winner of the fight, fs 
fromthe mining regions of Australia. Heis 
a powerful man, and is said to be capable 
| of delivering a most terrific blow, and stand- 
inga great deal of punishment, though 
rather awkward and unscientific. When 
Ed Holski visited Australia a year or two ago 
he gave it as his opinion that Goddard was 
the coming fighter of that country, which 
has given the world such phenomenal 
athletes asfighters, oarsmen and runners. 
Holski said that Goddard, who was still quite 
young, would, with a little instruction, be 
able to vanquish either Jackson or Slavin. 
Goddard’s most noteworthy achievement was 
his fighting aneight-round draw with Peter 
Jackson a few months ago at Melbourne. The 
colored champion, so itis stated, had under- 
taken toknock out Goddard in eight rounds 
before the Melbourne Athletic Club for a 
purse. He failed to do s50 and 
the contest was declared a draw, 
the dispatches declaring that many people 
thought that Jackson had received the worst 
Aan ae and that ifthe fight had lasted 
longer he would have been knocked out him- 
self. When Jackson arrived in this country 
after the battle he claimed that he had not 
properly trained for the set-to, being told 
that it was to be merely a contest for points, 
While he was totally untrained, he found 
that Goddard had made special preparation 
for the fight and was in the pink of condi- 
tion. Peter said that he had _é “s5se- 
cured far more points than Goddard 
and should have been given the purse, but 
that the referee was unfair and declared the 
matcha draw. Jackson alleged further that 
there was a strong prejudice existing in Mel- 
bourne against him because he was a Sydney 
man, and. that he or no other Sydney man 
could get fair play before the Melbourne Club. 
For this reason he would never fight there 
again. Goddard challenged Jackson to fight 
him to a finish after they had fought their 
draw,* but the colored champion sailed for 
this country without replying to him. 
Jagkson said his health was poor and he 
did not want to engage in a fight until it had 
recuperated, and he also said that the chal- 
lenge was not issued untilhe had made all 
preparations to suit, and that in any event he 
would not fight beforethe Melbourne Club 
again. It will be noticed that the cablegram 
gives Goddard credit for whipping Jackson. 

Joe Choynski, the Californian, whom God- 
dard defeated, isa very young man, having 
just attained his majority. Whileclassedasa 
heavy-weight he isoneof the lighter. men 
in that class, being like Jack Burke and 
some others, just too heavy to fight as a mid- 
dle-weight. As a light heavy-weight he is 
considered one of the cleverest men in his 
class. Choynskiis scientifiC and game, and 
fought two long battles with Jim Corbett 
while stilla mere boy. Some months ago he 
went to Ausffalia, and a month or six weeks 
ago he fought and easily defeated Jack Fo- 
garty of that country, known as the ‘‘Jaw 
Breaker.’’ The details of the fight received 
so farare very meagre, and it is not stated 
whether Choynski was knocked out or lost on
